fuddenly, and vifited as the national Churches be- 
longing to the Spaniards and French have been.

Berne, April 24. The 21ft of this Month, the Re- 
tifications of the Treaty of Accommodation latel 
concluded between the Regents of this Canton of 
Berne and the titular Bifhop of Bafil refiding at Po- 
rantru, were exchang’d : That Prelate has fince writ- 
ten a very refpectful Letter to our faid Regents. \M. 
de le Chappelle being come hither from the Marquis 
de Puifieux Ambaflador of France, made certain 
Propofals Yefterday to our Commiffaries. "Tis faid 
he acquainted them, that the King of France has 
granted that the Command of the Companies of the 
Swifs Regiments of Bernois that is im France, fhall 
for the furure be given to none but Burghers of this 
City ; and “tis believ’d likewife, that his Majefty 
will take off the Stoppage of 3 Deniers per Livre, 
which is deducted out of the Pay of all his Troo>s 
for the Hofpital of the Invalides, becaufe the Swifs 
are not receiv’d into that Hofpiral. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated May 4. 

Vienna, April2i. Prince Ragotski having con- 
fented to the revidtualling of Tremtfchin and Leo- 
polftad, 8000 Crowns are already {ent thither from 
hence to pay thofe 2 Garrifons in rhe firft Place, and 
Provifions will be fenr afterwards. The Emperor 
has corfented on his Part, that the Troops of the 
Malecontents fhall continue in all Places where they 
are at prefent ; fo that he has receeded from his De- 
mand that they fhould retire over to the otker fide of 
the Waag and of the Raab. We are in hopes that 
Prince Ragorski. will likewife confent that we 
fupply Buda, Gran,: Camorra and Raab, with Am- 
munition and Provifions ; in Expectation of fuck his 
Confent 10 Boats are already laden here with Am- 
munition arid:a like Number with Provifions, in or- 
der to their being fent down the Danube. Within a 
few Days feveral Danith Officers are arriv’d here 
ftom Tranfilvania, who report that the Troops of 
their Nation are ‘preparing to return into Hungary ; 
and that General Herbeville bas remounted their 
Cavalry, with Horfes taken from the Peafants of 
that Principality. 


From the Amfterdam Courant, dated May 8. &c: 
Vienna, April 24. The 21ft arriv’d 
which was detach’d the 12th Inftant from Herman- 
ftad in Tranfilvania, with Advice that General Her- 
beville has fix’d his Head Quarters at Hungrad, that 
the Emperor’s Army under his Command is in a very 
good Condition ; but cannot yet begin its march 
back for Hungary, becaufe the Mountains they are 
to pafs are at prefent cover’d with Snow ; that the 
Commiffary General Brentano who went from hence 
fome time ago, with a great Convoy of Money, 
Cloathing, and other Neceffaries for our Troops in 
Tranfilvania, was happily arriv’d there : That Ge- 
neral Herbeville having Intelligence Count Caroli 
with feveral thoufand Hungarian Malecontents had 
pafs’d the Mountain Arabanta, to make a new Ir- 
ruption into Tranfilvania, and fall upon the auxiliary 
Danith Troops that were canton’d in the Neighbour- 
hood of Weyffenbourg, detach’d Colonel Viard 
with fome Troops to fight them ; that accordingly 
Count Caroli was attack’d and driven back over the 
forefaid Mountain, with the Lofs of 500 Men kill’d 
of his 2 beft Regiments, and of 8 Standards, 1 pair 
of Kertledrums, 100 Horfes, and a good deal of 
Baggage taken, The 22d Inftant Count Guido 
Staremberg went from hence, to take upon him the 
Command of the Body of Troops Genera! Palfi has 
with him in Hungary ; he is alfo to vific all the for- 
tified Places in that Kingdom that remain in the 
Poffeffion of the Emperor, joyntly with General 
Steinville who is gone with him for that Purpofe. 
Count Wratiflaw return’d hither laft Night from 
Presburg, and ’tis faid will be difpatch’d back agen 
to Morrow to Tirnau; and we are inform’d the 
Hungarian Malecontents do not only forbear all Acts 
of Hoftiliry during the prefent @effation of Arms, 
(which ’tis hop’d will be prolong’d for 2 Months,) bur 
fuffer the Imperial Officers and Soldiers to pafs un- 
molefted from one Place to another ; only they wilf 
not allow them to carry about them Letters feal’d up. 
An Exprefs is arriv’d at Court from Buda, with an 
Account that there is no Want of Provifions in that 
Place, it being fupplied from the neigbouring Iflands 
in the Danube. All is quiet omthe Frontier of Tur- 
‘key,’ and we have no caufe to fear a Rupture with 
the Ortoman Porte. The Emperor has caus’d an 
Order to be publith’d, forbidding all Perfons for the 
future to ftile the Hungarians that are in Arms Rebels, 
and commanding to call them the Enemy's Troops, 
Prince Ragotski’s Troops, Malecontents, or confederated 
Hungarians.
